The people of the State of California do enact as follows:

1 SECTION 1. The Department of Transportation shall enter

Corridor to and from San Francisco. The service plan shall be
devel oped with the objective of ensuring that the times of operation
will maximize patronage from the San Joaquin Valley to San
Francisco. The department shall report to the Legislature on or
before March 31, 2010, on the status of the negotiations.
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
